Census returns for the prairie 
provinces show an increase of 20 
percent, in the population in ten 
years, The total as June last 
was 2,248,619 gain of 392,537, 
Alberta's population increased from 
588,454 in 1921 to 727,497 in the 
past decade, the largest relative in- 


ya 


crease in the three prairie provinces, 

It is announced by the Dominion 
Hureau of statistics that the total 
population of Canada is near the 
10,360,000 mark. The largest 
absolute gain in population was 
made by Quebee and the largest 
percentage gain by British Col- 
umbia. As representation in the
